This invention may be used in a non-stenle form where it will assist in the application of 
powderless gloves for non-sterile procedures. Powdered gloves have been associated 
with latex allergy and persons so affected have to use powderless gloves that, 
fortunately, aTe difflcuU to apply. Prior application of the moisturiser base will allow 
the gloves to slip on more easily. 
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
